You are hereby notified to meet at George W. Blanch- 
ard’s hall in said town, on the second Tuesday of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 

1. To choose a moderator to preside in said meeting. 

2. To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk. 

3. To choose by ballot and major vote three select- 
men, one town treasurer and all other necessary town 
officers, including fish and game warden. 

4. Toraise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the poor, to pay interest on 
town notes and apply on town debts and other necessary 
charges arising within the town. 

5. To see what sums of money the town will raise for 
laying out, building and repairing highways and bridges. 

6. To see if the town will vote to have the highway 
tax raised in money, 

7. To raise such sums of money as ye be neces- 
sary for the support of schools. 

8. To see if the town will vote to havea liquor agent. 

9. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
the report of G. W. Blanchard, C. E. Phipps and A. A. 
Higgins, in regard to laying out of and building high- 
way from A. L. Peabody’s to the guide board at Stephen

GEORGE A. FoGG, Treasurer of School Board. 
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To the voters of the Town of Milan, N. H.:— 


The committee, appointed at the last annual town 
meeting to investigate and report on the advisability of 
laying out a highway from A. L. Peabody’s to the guide- 
board at Stephen Keniston’s, and to discontinue the 
highway from C. W. Horn’s to the said guideboard, 
having examined the said road, and the proposed road, 
beg leave to submit the following : 

The distance from the forks of the road above Emer- 
son C. Lang's to Alvin Peabody’s is 120 rods. The most 
of this road is in very good condition. 

From the said A. L. Peabody’s to the line of the orig- 


inal John Peabody lot is 37 rods. 

From said north line to John Peabody’s house is 120 
rods. 

From John Peabody’s house to the south line of the 
original John Peabody’s lot is 28 rods. 

From said south line to the north line of Stephen Ken- 
iston’s lot is 48 rods. 

From said north line of Keniston’s to Keniston’s gate 
is 38 rods. 

From Keniston’s gate to the guideboard, 46 rods. 

The tota] distance being 437 rods. 

The length of the road as now used from the. said 
guideboard to C. W. Horn’s is 530 rods. 

Distance in favor of the proposed new road, 93 rods, 

The distance for the proposed new road can be short- - 
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ened some by keeping a few rods west of Stephen Pea- 
body’s house, and keeping west of the old traveled road 
all the way from A. L. Peabody’s, passing about half 
way between John A. Peabody’s and the H. Goodnoe 
place, and strike the old road at the west line of S. Ken- 
_iston’s. We think this would make the new road not far 
from 400 rods. This will make the new road a few 
rods shorter than the one now traveled trom West Milan 
to Milan Corner. 

After giving the matter careful consideration, and con- 
sidering that, eventually, the town will have to build the 
proposed new road, your committee recommend that the 
new road be built as will be for the best interests of the 
townspeople, and as soon can be conveniently, and when 
said road is built to discontinue the road now used from 
the said guideboard to C. W. Horn’s. | 

We have measured the distance from C. W. Horn’s to 
the forks of the road above G. A. Wentworth’s and find 
it to be 136 rods. From said forks of the road to the A. 
L. Peabody read, 233 1-2 rods, making the road from 
West Milan to Milan four and one-half (4 1-2) rods long- 
er than the one now traveled, but as we have stated above, 
by straightening the proposed new road, it will be shorter 
than the old road, and have more than 100 rods less of 
road to keep in repair.
